Apply for a free, festive feast 


Ballot for older residents 
Christmas meals is now open 


With the dark nights starting to 
close in and mince pies already 
appearing on supermarket 
shelves, it’s time for older 
residents to apply for a place 
at the Council’s free Christmas 
meal events. 

The annual meals have proved 
overwhelmingly popular since they 
began in 2012, with thousands of 
residents aged 65 and over taking 
part. 

Last year, a ballot system was 
introduced to ensure that every 
applicant received a fair opportunity 
to attend one of the meals. The 
online ballot opens today - Monday 
24 October - and closes on Friday 4 
November. Phone applications can 
be made between Friday 28 October 
and Thursday 3 November. Phone 
lines will open from 10am to 2pm, 
only. 

Guests will be treated to a tasty 
Christmas meal, along with the 
chance to catch up with friends 
and neighbours and meet new 
people. This year, there will be three 
Christmas lunches and one dinner, 
taking place in Chingford, Leyton 
and Walthamstow. 

The events take place on the 
following days: 

Monday 5 December, 12-2.30pm 


at Leyton Orient FC (Matchroom 
Stadium, Brisbane Road, E10 5NF); 

Tuesday 6 December, 12-2.30pm 
(lunch) and 6-8.30pm (dinner) at 
Walthamstow Assembly Hall (Forest 
Road, E17 6HE); 

Wednesday 7 December, 

12-2.30pm at Chingford Assembly 
Hall (The Green, Station Road, 

E4 7EN). 

When registering, you will need 
to give your first and second choice 
venue, full name, date of birth, 
email address (if applicable), home 
address, contact number and any 
accessibility or dietary requirements. 

Due to the popularity of the 
events, and venue capacity, we 
are only able to accommodate a 
certain number of guests at the 
Christmas meals. If you do not 
receive confirmation by letter or 
email, unfortunately you have not 
been successful this year. 

Council Leader, Chris Robbins, 
said: “Events like the free Christmas 
meals are fantastic occasions 
that celebrate our older residents 
and acknowledge the valuable 
contribution they make to our 
community. I encourage everyone 
aged 65 or over to apply for a place 
in the ballot.”

The new agency will offer 
good quality, suitably-priced 
accommodation to key workers 


in the borough - including those 
in the emergency services and 
professionals working in childcare, 
healthcare and education.

Member for Housing, said: “We 
recognise the vitally important 
role that our key workers play in 
keeping our city running, so we 
want to ensure they are able to find 
good quality, affordable homes in 
the borough.” 

All properties made available 
through the scheme will be offered 
at market rent prices or lower. 

Other benefits for renters include 
zero tenant fees and deposits 
secured by a government-backed 
deposit protection scheme. 

The benefits for landlords include 
no set-up fees in the first year, full 
management, rent collection and 


let-only services, and thorough 
tenant checks. 

Landlords will also have access 
to a range of other commercial 
services offered by the Council, 
such as pest control and large item 
collections.

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Library improvements - 
have your say 


Residents are reminded there’s 
still plenty of time to give 
their views about proposed 
improvements to Library Local 
branches in the borough. 

The Council wants to hear from 
as many people as possible, even 
if you don’t typically use or visit 
Waltham Forest’s libraries, in order 
to ensure that future improvements 
help to create a library service for 
the whole community. 

Under the current proposals, the 
Library Locals at Higham Hill and 
Wood Street would be relocated 
and remodelled, while the site at 
Lea Bridge would be refurbished. 


This is part of a vision for the 
facilities to match up to the best 
public libraries in London - and 
is all about making them even 
better, not reducing the number 
of libraries. 

Cllr Sharon Waldron, Cabinet 
Member for Digital and Customer 
Services, said: “We know 
how much libraries are valued 
by our community - and we 
remain absolutely committed to 
maintaining and improving them, 
with all eight libraries remaining 
open and all residents still living 
within 1.5 miles of their nearest 
library. 


“These proposals, on which we’re 
consulting, involve relocating two 
of the four Library Locals into more 
modern and accessible buildings 
that are closer to other community 
facilities, and refurbishing and 
remodelling Lea Bridge. This 
approach not only aims to create 
higher quality libraries, but will 
also help safeguard these popular 
community facilities for future 
generations. 

“The consultation on a vision 
for Library Locals, and what users 
would like to see in improved 
libraries, is open until 30 November, 
to ensure our residents have as 


much time as possible to have 
their say and share their views 
with us. There are a number of 
ways local people, organisations 
and stakeholders can take part, 
including focus groups; online, 
printed and on-street surveys, 
direct contact with protected 
groups and via social media.”

Fantastic fireworks will once again light the sky over Waltham Forest 


November will start in style as 
the night sky is lit up for two 
successive nights by fireworks 
at free Diwali and Bonfire Night 
celebrations. 

On Thursday 3 November, 
Walthamstow Assembly Hall (Forest 
Road, El 7 4JF) plays host to a 
family friendly event celebrating 
the vibrant and colourful festival of 
Diwali. As well as a fantastic feast of 
music and entertainment, there will 
also be a short firework display and 
hot food on sale. 


The event, which takes place 
from 7pm until 10.30pm, is free but 
space is limited. Anyone wishing to 
attend should book a ticket online to 
avoid disappointment. 

The following evening, Friday 
4 November, sees the return of 
Waltham Forest Council’s annual 
Bonfire Night celebrations. Taking 
place in Chestnuts Field (Town Hall, 
Forest Road, El 7 4JF) between 
6.30pm and 9pm, the show 
promises to be bigger than ever. 

Gates to the funfair open at 


6.30pm, while the spectacular 
firework display will light the evening 
sky from 8pm onwards. There will 
be a range of delicious food stalls 
on offer, with a bar area serving a 
selection of drinks. 

Anyone wishing to attend 
the free event should note that 
due to its popularity, early arrival 
is recommended to avoid any 
disappointment. To ensure the 
safety of everyone attending, 
sparklers are not permitted. 

Council Leader, Chris Robbins, 


told Waltham Forest News: “Next 
month really will begin with a bang, 
thanks to these fantastic free 
community events. Both promise to 
be a real spectacle, and a wonderful 
opportunity to get together with 
family, friends and neighbours - just 
remember to wrap up warm.” 

Ahead of these much-loved 
community events, the Council is 
urging residents planning their own 
displays to put safety first. Tips 
from London Fire Brigade, which 
can be found online, include only 
buying fireworks marked with the 
British Standard Kitemark BS7114, 
not drinking alcohol if setting off 
fireworks, lighting them at arm’s 
length and never throwing fireworks 
or putting them in your pocket. 
Always follow the instructions 
carefully when using fireworks - and 
remember to keep your pets safely 
indoors throughout the evening. 

Finally, with clocks going back 
an hour at 2am this Sunday (30 
October), the evenings will get 
darker much earlier. Help yourself to 
stay safe by sticking to well-lit routes 
where there are people in sight and 
encourage children to wear reflective 
clothing to help them be seen.

‘16 Days’ 
event 

Next month will see Waltham Forest take 
part in the global initiative 16 Days of 
Activism Against Gender Based Violence. 
The scheme brings communities together 
to raise awareness of; and help bring 
about an end to, violence against women 
and girls. A series of events and activities 
are being organised between Friday 25 
November and Saturday 10 December 
- all of which aim to support victims 
and educate residents and professionals 
about different forms of abuse. This can 
include domestic violence, hate crime, 
sexual abuse, child sexual exploitation, 
female genital mutilation, forced 
marriage and honour-based violence. 
Since 2014, Waltham Forest has had 
White Ribbon status - accreditation that 
formally recognises the commitment 
and work carried out by the Council and 
local partners, including Waltham Forest 
Police, London Fire Brigade and Leyton 
Orient Football Club, to raise awareness 
about violence against women and girls 
and encourage men to make the ‘White 
Ribbon pledge’ to take a stand against 
violence.

Sunday events 

Ceremonies to commemorate those who 
have served in the armed forces will this 
year take place on Sunday 13 November. 
Residents are being invited to join the 
Council at events across the borough, 
organised by the Royal British Legion, to 
remember all those who lost their lives 
in conflict. In Chingford, a parade will 
gather at Chingford Fire Station (34 The 
Ridgeway, E4 6PP) from 10am followed 
by a service and wreath-laying at the 
war memorial near King’s Head Hill. In 
Leyton, residents can meet at 9.30am 
at Coronation Gardens (Buckingham 
Road, E10 5NG) to lay wreaths, before 
proceeding to St Mary’s Parish Church 
(Church Road, E10 5JP) for a service at 
10.30am. In Leytonstone, a service will 
start at 10.30am at the Harrow Green 
Memorial (High Road Leytonstone, El 1 
4JU). And in Walthamstow, a parade will 
meet at the William Morris Gallery (Forest 
Road, El 7 4PP) at 10am before moving to 
the Town Hall (Forest Road, El 7 4JF) for 
the Civic Service of Remembrance, which 
begins at 10.40am.

Putting your health first 

The Council has four key priorities to help improve the lives of everyone who lives and 
works in Waltham Forest. In this edition we look at what is being done to help residents 
of all ages stay healthy and happy 



Every day Waltham Forest 
Council’s public health team 
helps to deliver a wide variety 
of services that aim to improve 
the wellbeing of residents 
across the borough - whether 
it’s support to stop smoking 
or advice around weight 
management. 

Officers regularly work with local 
partners, including NHS Waltham 
Forest Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) and North East 
London Foundation Trust (NELFT), 
to ensure we’re acting in the 
best interests of those in need of 
support. 

And alongside day to day health 
services, we also actively support 
national and global campaigns to 
raise awareness about health issues 
and encourage people to put their 
wellbeing first. 

Mental Health 

Earlier this month, local 
organisations came together on 
World Mental Health Day (10 
October) to shine a spotlight on 
services available to residents. 

The theme of this year’s event, 
which raised awareness of mental 
health issues around the world 
and mobilised efforts in support of 


mental health, was “psychological 
first aid and the support people can 
provide to those in distress”. 

In Waltham Forest, Youth 
Health Champions - secondary 
school students trained as peer 
mentors to raise awareness of 
healthy lifestyles and encourage 
activities that promote good 
health - were given information 
to share with classmates about 
the Time to Change campaign. 

The campaign aims to end mental 
health discrimination, and includes 
an anti-stigma video produced by 
Waltham Forest CCG earlier this 
year. 

Meanwhile, the Council’s public 
health team provided mental health 
first aid (MHFA) training to teachers, 
along with staff across a wide 
variety of Council departments, 
firemen, social workers, community 
workers, and police officers. 

MHFA training is an internationally 
recognised course that teaches 
people to be able to recognise the 
signs of emotional distress and 
how to provide support.

Childhood Obesity 

Residents across Waltham Forest 
are being asked to have their say 
on what can be done to combat 
childhood obesity and encourage 
young people in the borough to lead 
healthier lives as part of the Great 
Weight Debate (GWD). 

Billed as a London-wide 
conversation about childhood 
obesity, the GWD aims to raise 
awareness of London’s childhood 
obesity epidemic and give members 
of the public a chance to share their 
views on the issue. 

As part of the campaign, the 
Council is encouraging all residents 
to complete a short online survey 
by visiting www.surveymonkey. 
co.uk/r/GWD2016. In addition, a 
series of events has been planned 
between now and the end of 
November at which residents can 
join childcare and public health 
professionals to discuss childhood 
obesity in person at discussion 
groups and family-friendly creative 
events. There will also be a GWD 
roadshow coming to Walthamstow 
town centre (Town Square, El 7 
7JN) from 1 pm-5pm on Tuesday 25 


October. 

Being overweight or obese puts 
children at increased risk of a range 
of health problems, including high 
cholesterol, high blood pressure, 
diabetes, bone and joint problems 
and breathing difficulties. It can 
also affect a child’s mental well¬ 
being, lead to low self-esteem and 
absence from school. 

Breast Cancer 

October is National Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month, and the 
Council is helping Waltham Forest 
CCG to raise awareness of the 
importance of breast screening. 

More people in Waltham Forest 
are diagnosed with breast cancer 
than in other parts of the country. In 
the borough, 183 residents in every 
100,000 are diagnosed with the 
disease, compared to the national 
average of 173 in every 100,000. 

There is also a lower uptake of 
breast screening in Waltham Forest 
than the national average, with 67 
per cent of eligible women taking up 
the invitation for breast screening as 
opposed to 75 per cent nationally. 

A Cancer Research UK roadshow 
will be in Walthamstow town square 
between Tuesday 25 and Thursday 
27 October, at which visitors can 


benefit from free information on 
how to reduce their risk of cancer 
and find out about early diagnosis 
and the importance of going to the 
doctor with any health concerns. 

Staffed by specially trained 
Cancer Research UK nurses, the 
roadshow will be open between 
10am and 4pm each day. People 
can also have a confidential 
conversation with a nurse who will 
offer support to help make positive 
changes to their lifestyle. 

And, the Council’s public 
health team has commissioned 
community health champions to 
organise additional roadshows 
to raise awareness about cancer, 
which take place from 10.30am to 
2.30pm on Thursday 27 October 
at Chingford Library (The Green, 
Station Road, E4 7EN), and from 
1.30pm to 4.30pm on Thursday 
3 November and from 10am to 
2pm on Tuesday 15 November at 
Leytonstone Library (Church Lane, 
Ell 1HG).

“There definitely needs to be more 
physical activities for children, and 
information about it needs to be 
better communicated to parents so 
they can plan in advance. I work 
long hours and struggle to find time 
to exercise, so I think it is important 
children learn the message about 
exercise and healthy eating early in 
life.” 



“I love the outdoor gym at Lloyd Park 
- there should be one in every park to 
encourage people to exercise more. 
Nutrition lessons would be a good 
idea, to actively encourage healthy 
eating habits. I’d also like to see more 
being done to stop takeaways offering 
cheap junk food to kids after school. 
We’re definitely going to try out the 
Feel Good Centre, it sounds great.” 



“I think it’s good that the Council is 
encouraging children to get active 
and stay healthy. The Play Street 
initiative to get children playing in 
their neighbourhoods is a great idea, 
providing people can agree to hold 
them regularly in their streets. We 
played out years ago, and it’s really 
sad that children can’t enjoy doing 
that now.” 



“Teaching children about healthy 
eating is very important, but I think 
parents need to encourage their 
kids, as well as them learning about 
it at school. I love using Lloyd Park 
to keep active. I do the Walk for 
Women every Wednesday, and take 
part in the Heritage Sharing Group, 
as well.”

Walthamstow 

improvements 

Work on transport improvements for 
Walthamstow town centre will start from 
Tuesday 1 November. The Council is 
working with Transport for London (TfL) 
to transform the ‘Walthamstow Gyratory’, 
which is the area on Hoe Street and 
Selborne Road around Walthamstow 
Central tube station. Both roads will 
be open as usual, however during the 
works lanes will be rearranged and traffic 
management will be in place. Some 
disruption is expected and residents are 
advised to plan their journeys in advance. 
The Council will also be consulting on 
longer term plans for the area early in 2017 
and feedback received will be used to help 
shape the final design. Subject to approval 
the main works will take place from 
January 2017 through to Summer 2018.

Large Item 
Collection 

Residents needing to dispose of waste 
that is too large for their black bin can 
book a free Large Item Collection via the 
Council’s website. You can arrange to 
have up to five items collected free of 
charge each time; perfect if you have an 
unwanted wardrobe, mattress or sofa to 
dispose of! You will need to sign up for 
the ‘My Account’ service on the Council 
website. Once you have done this, you 
can access all online Council services. 
Then just visit the website, choose a date 
and leave your item out for collection by 
6am - it really is that easy.

A landlord has been prosecuted 
and fined following a 
potentially fatal fire in one 
of his properties, which 
highlighted serious issues with 
overcrowding and inadequate 
fire precautions. 

Council officers were called in to 
investigate following a serious fire 
at an address on Ruckholt Road, 
Leyton, which was started by an 
electrical fault in a kitchen. 

The owner, Mr Fai Lee, 48, of 
Palmerston Road, Buckhurst Hill, 
had licensed the property as two 
self-contained flats, and stated that 
each was occupied by a single 
family. On inspection, officers found 
that both flats were actually in 
multiple occupation with 14 people 
living there in total. 

Officers also found the property 
had been poorly converted, with 
inadequate fire precautions in 
place. The building suffered severe 
fire damage due to this. 

Taking into account the 
negligence shown by Mr Lee 
and his failure to adhere to the 


conditions of his property licence, 
the Council took the decision to 
prosecute him. His case was heard 
at Thames Magistrates’ Court on 
Friday 7 October. 

Mr Lee, who owns around 30 
properties in Waltham Forest, 
pleaded guilty to the charge, 
and said that he had taken steps 
to install smoke alarms in all 
bedrooms within his properties that 
are rented as homes of multiple 
occupation (HMO), as well as 
emergency lighting. He also said 
that he was hoping to attend one 
of the Council’s accredited landlord 
training courses later this year. 

The Judge said that Mr Lee 
had been extremely lucky in the 
circumstances as somebody 
could easily have died due to 
his negligence. He fined Mr Lee 
£5,000 in total (£2,500 for breach 
of licence conditions on each flat) 
and ordered him to pay prosecution 
costs of £2,092.34 - a total 
financial penalty of £7,092.34. 

All of Mr Lee’s properties 
in Waltham Forest have been 


subjected to audit checks 
following the fire. As a result of the 
conviction all of Mr Lee’s property 
licences will be reviewed.

Member for Housing, said: “This 
landlord showed a shocking lack 
of regard for the safety of his 
tenants. As the Judge said, he is 
lucky that nobody was killed due to 
his negligence. I am pleased that 
Mr Lee has shown commitment 
to learning from his mistakes, 
but we will be reviewing all of his 
property licences to ensure he has 
the required safety procedures in 
place. 

“We have had an excellent 
response from landlords to our 
selective licensing scheme, but it’s 
not enough to simply obtain the 
licence. Landlords must adhere 
to the conditions of their licences, 
otherwise they face reviews for all 
their properties or, in some cases, 
prosecution.” 

London Fire Brigade Borough 
Commander for Waltham Forest, 
Jamie Jenkins, added: “Landlords 


have a responsibility to keep their 
tenants safe from fire and should 
never ignore their responsibilities 
by putting the people living in their 
properties at risk. 

“All landlords must make sure 
there are adequate escape routes 
in the property that’s being rented 
out. Depending on the size of the 
property, they may also have to 
fit smoke alarms and provide fire 
extinguishers.” 

All privately rented homes in the 
borough require a licence, unless 
an exemption applies. A private 
rented property licence costs £650 
for a period of up to five years. 
Since February 2016 the Council 
has successfully prosecuted 40 
private landlords operating in 
the borough for issues related to 
licensing.

A winning way with words 

■ Brett Smitheram is the new World Scrabble Champion 

■ Highams Park resident encourages others to play the game 


Over the years, the community 
page has brought you heart¬ 
warming stories about young 
sportspeople winning world 
championships; dancers and 
singers appearing on TV talent 
shows, community groups 
winning environmental awards 
and plenty more, besides. 

Now, residents will be proud 
to hear that they have another 
champion in their midst, with news 
that Highams Park man, Brett 
Smitheram, was crowned World 
Scrabble Champion last month. 

The 37-year-old beat fellow Brit 
and former world champion, Mark 
Nyman, in three straight rounds 
in the final, which was held in the 
French city of Lille in September. 

“It’s still all quite surreal,” Brett 
told Waltham Forest News. “As 
soon as I had won, I was whisked 
off to speak to journalists from 
around the world. Life is just about 
returning to normal now, but it 
was nice to be treated like a rock 
star and have fans asking for 
autographs, I will admit!” 


Brett, a recruitment consultant 
who moved to the borough three 
years ago, beat more than 100 
competitors to be crowned 2016 
world champion, playing 34 games 
of Scrabble over the course of five 
days. His previous best result was 
reaching the quarter finals in 2014. 

“I have previously been ranked 
world number one, and finished 
in the top ten on the last five 
occasions, so I did feel it was about 
time for me to win it,” joked Brett. 

The championship takes a best 
of five games format in the final, 
with Brett winning the title in three 
straight rounds. His highest-scoring 
word came in the final of three 
games, when he played the word 
‘braconid’ - meaning a parasitic 
wasp - which scored 176 points, 
as it was positioned over two triple 
word score spaces. 

But it was the second game of 
the final that Brett found the most 
thrilling, saying: “I was more than 
170 points behind, with six turns 
left to play, but ended up winning 
the game by 48 points. 


“It was so intense, I nearly cried! 
I’d thought that I was going to lose 
the second game so that it would 
be all square going into the third 
game, but I picked up the tiles for 
the word ‘gynaecia’ (a flower) and 
managed to turn it round.” 

Those of us who have been 
playing the game since childhood 
might be surprised to hear that 
Brett only discovered Scrabble as 
a young adult. 

He said: “I first started playing 
when I was around 16 or 17. I had 
a teacher who loved the game, and 
encouraged me to play. He then 
introduced me to a tournament 
player and it went from there.” 

Now, Brett says that he wants to 
reinvigorate the world of Scrabble, 
and to encourage more young 
people to start playing; both socially 
and competitively. He is working 
with a group called Mindsports 
Academy to encourage investment 
in developing the game, organising 
more competitive tournaments and 
writing a government white paper 
to encourage schools to get pupils 


playing. 

The Mindsports Academy 
website offers training resources 
including videos, games, puzzles 
and expert blogs and top tips. 

You can watch Scrabble videos 
featuring Brett and there’s 
something for all ages and abilities. 

“I consider that I am lucky to 
have found my talent, which is why 
I want to encourage other people 
to give Scrabble a try,” said Brett. 

“I’m very interested in mentoring 
children who are keen players, and 
extend an open invitation to any 
residents who would like to get in 
touch with me. Whether you want 
to play an online game, or invite me 
to speak to your school class or 
community group, I’d be delighted 
to hear from you.”

New exhibitions at Vestry House 
Museum and William Morris 
Gallery 

Cultural attractions regularly 
host family-friendly events and 
activities 


It’s a busy month for two of 
the borough’s top cultural 
attractions, with exciting 
exhibitions opening at both 
Vestry House Museum (Vestry 
Road, El 7 9NH) and the William 
Morris Gallery (Forest Road, 

E17 4PP). 

And in addition to the new 
displays, both of the Council- 
run venues continue to boast a 
packed programme of activities and 
workshops for visitors of all ages. 

Earlier this month, the William 
Morris Gallery unveiled its latest 


exhibition, which looks at a century 
of posters agitating for political 
change. A World to Win: Posters 
of Protest and Revolution, which 
runs until Sunday 15 January 
2017, presents around 70 posters 
drawn from the national poster 
collection at the Victoria and Albert 
Museum (Cromwell Road, SW7 
2RL). Showcasing the work of 
diverse artists, graphic designers 
and print collectives it includes new 
acquisitions gathered from recent 
outbursts of protest in the UK, 
Russia and the Middle East. 


Exhibition highlights include 
posters by one of Britain’s most 
important political artists, Peter 
Kennard, whose imagery has 
become synonymous with the 
modern protest movement. 

Kennard said: “The William Morris 
Gallery is the perfect place to be 
showing posters of protest and 
dissent. Morris was committed to 
methods of cultural production that 
could break through the shackles of 
elitism and polite society. 

“The posters are cheap and 
available to all, but like Morris their 
makers believe that whether they 
are slapped up on hoardings in 
the street or pinned on factory 
noticeboards they should be made 
with the same care and intense 
creative input as any work of art.” 

The exhibition also hosts artist 
Ruth Ewan’s ‘A Jukebox of People 
Trying to Change the World’, an 
on-going collection of over 2,000 
idealistic or political songs collated 
by Ewan and disseminated via a 
CD jukebox. 

Meanwhile, Vestry House 
Museum is currently gearing up 
for the opening of a new exhibition 
exploring the social significance 
of Warner properties, built in the 
borough from the late nineteenth 
century until the mid-twentieth 
century. 

Curated by artists Lucy Harrison 
and Katherine Green, ‘WE: The Ex- 
Warner Estate in Waltham Forest’, 
which opens on Saturday 29 
October, will feature photographs, 


mementos and personal 
testimonies of long-term Warner 
residents. The artists are presenting 
these alongside rarely seen items 
from the Warner Estate archive at 
Vestry House Museum, as well as 
newly commissioned photographs 
and oral histories. 

The exhibition will be 
accompanied by free walks, talks 
and events - details of which 
will be published online at www. 
exwarnerproject.co.uk - and an 
updated edition of a book on the 
Warner estate. 

The project is being delivered by 
the two artists’ new Community 
Interest Company, Rendezvous 
Projects, and is being funded by 
the Heritage Lottery Fund, Arts 
Council England, as well as local 
sponsors the Stow Brothers and 
London Lofts and Construction. 

Both Vestry House Museum and 
the William Morris Gallery regularly 
host workshops for visitors, such 
as family-friendly craft activities, 
sessions for people with early stage 
dementia and their companions, 
friends or family, ‘creative kids’ 
events and hands-on artistic 
sessions inspired by current 
exhibitions.

In the short term, we are working 
closely with Transport for London to 
transform the ‘Walthamstow gyratory’ 
(the area on Hoe Street and Selborne 
Road around Walthamstow Central tube 
station), to make the town centre a more 
pleasant, accessible and safer area for 
all road users. 

From 1 November to the end of 
December 2016 minor works will take 
place to improve the bus station exit 
and the main gyratory area. Both Hoe 
Street and Selborne Road will be open 
as usual, however during the works 
lanes will be rearranged and traffic 
management signs and cones will be in 
place to direct traffic and keep vehicles 
moving. Although roads remain open we

do expect disruption, and journeys to 
take longer than usual.
